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TRAGIC DEATH. 


Shooting of Krueger Recalled 
Troubles Driving Her Insane. 


SHE SWALLOWED RAT POISON 


Her Daughter Alice Was Murder@d by 
Her Husband the Same Way 
Krueger Was Shot. 


Mrs, Barbara Maundrich, 2314 Biddle 
street, read the story of the shooting of 
Harry Krueger and went insane. She 
brooded over it until 11 o’clock Tuesday 
morning when she swallowed rat poison. At 
1:30 o'clock Wednesday morning she died. 

A sad story is behind the tragic death of 
this woman. On the night of Oct. 17, 1892,

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her daughter, Mrs. Alice Printzel, aged 22, 
was murdered by her husband, Theodore 
Printzel. The crime grew out of domestic 
trouble. The similarity of the manner in 


which Krueger was waylaid and shot and 
the killing of her daughter, renewed the 
shock and overbalanced Mrs. Maundrich's 
mind. In both cases the victims were as- 
sailed from behind. 

Mrs. Maundrich was well acquainted with 
Krueger and his assailant. She drew com- 

sons between the crimes and worried 
or fear Krueger would die. If he did she 
ald the case would be exactly similar to 
that of her poor Alice. The murder of the 
latter was one of the most cold-blooded 
crimes in St. Louis police annals. The young 
woman eloped with Printzel and marrie 
him. A few weeks later Printzel, who was a 
worthless character, was sent to the Work 
House. 

Mrs. Printzel returned to her parents’ 
home at 718 Biddle street. When her hus- 
band was released he endeavored to per- 
gsuade her to live with him again, but she 
re . He threatened to kill her, and 
on the night in‘question haunted the neigh- 
borhood of her home armed, with a revolver. 

A friend advised her of the fact, but she 
paid no attention to the warning. and 
started out in company with her 16-year-old 
ster, Daisy and two other girls to go to a 
wake. They were followed by Printzel who 
sneaked up behind his wife on Nineteenth 
street, near Wash, and shot her in the 
back of the head. He fired a second shot 
which took effect in the wrist and then fled. 

His victim fell to the pavement and died 
without uttering a word. Her companions 
fied screaming for help. 

Mrs. Maundrich brooded over her daught- 
er's terrible fate and the shock seemed to 
thorough er nervous system. She 
never appeared h n. She had 
five children living, 
young ladies. One ha 
continually cantioned them not to follow 
their sister’s mistake and marry a worth-

Maundrich’s heart was re-opened and she 
made constant inquiries as to the condition 
of Krueger. The family noticed that she be- 
came flighty and her condition grew worse. 
They were worried, but her condition was 
not thought to be dangerous, and they neg- 
lected to consult a physician, supposing it 
would pass away when the shooting of 
Krueger was forgotten. 

No member of the family ever heard Mrs. 
Maundrich threaten to take her life. Her 
melancholia never seemed to take the sul- 
cidal form. She was not morose, and talked 
a great deal about her troubles. When she 
abored under some hallucination she in- 

ted it was true, but when she became ra- 

al she had no recollection of it what-

Tudgsday morning she seemed in good 
spiri and her husband, August Maund- 

ch, a npaperhanger, went to work as usual. 
One of the giris also went to work and 
neither knew that Mrs. Maundrich had 
taken the poison until word was sent to 
them. She must have swallowed the stuff 
about 11 o’clock. Half an hour later she 
called to Mrs. Burns, her next door neigh- 
bor, to come over as she was very sick. 
Her married daughter was in the house at 
the time, but knew nothing of the presence 
of rat poison in the house, 

Mrs. Maundrich suffered intense pain and 
finall said: “Oh, rs. urns, you 
wouldn't believe it, but I took poison.“ She 
then pointed to the box from which a 
spoonful had been taken. When she beran 
to suffer she became rational and regretted 
what she had done. She begged the doc- 
tors to save her. Drs. Langan and Hill 
were in attendance. They administered 
emetics and did all in their power to save 
her life, but late Tuesday night the patient 
was seized wi a smothering spell, to 
which she was subject, and died. She

CHICAGO, III., May 8.—A special to the 
Record from Indianapolis, Ind., says: The 
Populists in Indiana, acting under instruo- 
tions from Chairman Taubeneck of the Na- 
tional Committee, are now maneuvering for 
a union with the free silver wing of the 
Democratic party. One of the Populist 
leaders said that a union of the Populists 
with the free silver men in both the old 
parties is inevitable. “We think we see 
the breaking up of old political parties, 
said he. The contest next year will be be- 
tween the gold men on one side and the 
silver men on the other. The contest will 
be one in which the South and West will 
be arrayed against the East. The battle 
ground will be in Indiana, Illinois, Iowa 
and Minnesota. If the South and West

“Do the Populists stand ready to unite 
with the Democratic silver party?” 

“We certainly do. If the party should win 
it would be a victory for the Populists. 
It is fmmaterial under what name we win, 
The free coinage of silver is the central 
doctrine of the Populists and we are ready 
to make any sort of a union if we can gc- 
complish our object.“ 

The — en State Committee has ceased 
the work of organizing Populist clubs 
throughout the State. The leaders have been 
instructed to do nothing but agitate. The 
leaders have suggested that free coinage 
clubs be organized and that members of 
both the old parties be invited to become 
members of the clubs. The newspaper 
printed here as the organ of the party has 
undertaken to circulate silver literature 
among the farmers of the State. 


TWENTY COUNTIES. 


Illinois Conventions Declaring for Free 
Coinage of Bilver.

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 8.— Secretary

This is the Lee County 
Committee, and it now turns out that five 
members of that committee are postmasters 
and the sixth one is an applicant for the 
Dixon post-office. Nothin rther is need- 
ed to explain the action of that committee. 
I am ex ng that the State Convention 
will declare for free silver without a dis- 
senting vote.“

Comedian Karl Witt's Wife Is Hot 
on His Trail. . : 


DESERTED FOR A SOUBRETTE. 


* 
Dashing Tillie Eckelman of the Ger- 
mania Separates Husband and Wife 
and May Cause a Tragedy. 


A soubrette, a runaway husband, an in- 
jured and enraged wife and a revolver ars 
the ingredients of a tragedy that is now 
brewing and may culminate within a day or 
two at Baltimore, Md. 

The parties are all from St. Louis—at 
least they have resided here for two years 
and the occurrences leading up to the an- 
ticipated denouement took place in this city. 

Karl Witt, the favorite comedian. of the 
Germania Theater for the two past sea- 
sons, has disappeared. His disappearance 


was as sudden as it was singular. The 
company of which he is a member under the 
direction of Mr. Theodore Bollman has been 
laying star engagements in the city of 
Zelleville. Monday morning Karl Witt told 
his wife and mother-in-law, who were in. 
Belleville with him, that he would go to 
Evansville, Ind., to prepare for a season of 
German drama in that town. When his 
wife and mother-in-law returned to their 
home at 195% Wash street two hours after 
the husband’s ostensible visit to Evansville, 
they found his trunk gone, and the family 
pictures removed from the wall. On the 
table Mrs. Witt found a note addressed to 
her, telling her that her husband had been 
suddenly called to New York to fill an en- 
gagement there at the Germania Theater. 

Mrs. Witt was heartbroken, and suspected 
at once that her husband had deserted her. 
Since last January Witt, who up td that time 
had been a loving, devoted husband, 
changed, so his wife says, into an unfeeling, 
cross-grained domestic tyrant, who treated 
her with indifference and finally with con- 
tempt. 

The cause of this change was his growing 
fondness and admiration for Miss Tilly Eck- 
elman, the dashing soubrette of the Ger- 
mania Theater. Miss Eckelman evidently 
reciprocated. 

The two were fond of each other’s com- 
pany, and held loving confabs in the little 
room back of the Germania bar. Mrs. Witt 
became jealous, rushed into the room one 
day, and pointing a revolver at her husband 
threatened to shoot him down if she ever 
caught him again in company with Miss 


Eckelman. 

During the last four weeks Witt's . 
changed, if possible, for the worse. Miss 
Eckeiman left two weeks ago to accept an 
engagement in Madgeburg, Germany. Witt 
evidently contemplated following her, and 
on last Sunday took his mother-in-law to 


Belleville with him to get her out of the way 


and do his packing undisturbed. 

Mrs. Witt followed her husband Monday 
night, and arrived in New York this morn- 
ing. A postal card was received at the Ger- 
mania Theater this morning which will give 
her definite information of her husband’s 
whereabouts, and precipitate the tragedy, 
for which the desperate woman seems pant- 
ing. The postal card is addressed to Herr 
Richard Wagner, a member of the company. 
It was signed Karl ——, and is in the hand- 
writing of Witt, addressed to 826 South 
Ninth street, where Richard Wagner board- 
ed. While he was absent in Belleville his 
landlady moved, and the card was forward- 
ed to the Germania Theater, It reads as 
follows: 

Dear Wagner—Have waited in vain. By 

Do not tell them 


our friendship, silence! 
where I have gone. I have written Bollman 
that a telegram called me to New York. 
Will write the same thing to Wurster. 
Write me everything immediately, please, 
that I may know what has , Gen- 
eral delivery, Baltimore. Farewell, love.

The tenor of the postal card would indi- 
cate that Carl Witt had at least a confi- 
dant in Richard Wagner, although the lat- 
ter, when seen, denied that he had any idea 
where his friend was going. He received a 
note from Witt asking him to meet him at 
the depot om Monday, but arrived too late 
to see him off. 

Mrs. Starr, Mrs, Witt’s mother, when seen 
this morning denied that there had been a 
farnily disturbance, the sequel of which 
may be the 1 of Witt by his en- 
raged wife, who took a revolver with her 
to New York. Mr. Wurster had sent for 
Mrs. Starr and communicated to her the 
whereabouts of her son-in-law. She has 
celearanned her daughter to go at once 
from New York to Baltimore; where she 
will undoubtedly catch up with her hus- 
band before he can a steamer for 


Europe. 

Karl Witt belongs to a large family of 
prominent actors, and is himself the most 
talented comedian ever seen on the Ge 
stage in St. Louis. He was the pet of the 
Germania audiences for the past two years, 
and was always received th great. favor 
in Belleville, where he payed under the 
direction of Theodore Bollman. His place, 
however, has already been filled, and the 
Belleville engagement will continue with- 
out interruption.

One Striker Shot and Four Offi- 
cers Hurt in a Chicago Riot. 


CHICAGO, May 8—Four policemen were 
injured and one striker fatally shot in a riot 
at Tills Steel Company’s plant at South Chi- 
cago to-day. 

The riot followed a mass meeting of the 
strikers held in Highty-fourth street. About 


600 men were present and the speeches be- 
cume so violent and the men so demonstra- 
tiv that the leaders forced an adjourfiment. 
The crowd would not disperse, however, and 
a riot call brought a detail of fifteen police 
officers, headed by Lieut. Wagner, to the 
scene. The police ordered the crowd to dis- 

rse, but the order was met with ts and

ing the officers to shoot. The police finally 
charged with drawn revolvers and were 
met with a volley of stones and s t. 
Wagner and three of bis men fell, and the 
other officers opened fire, sending about 
twenty-five shots into the crowd.

As a matter of fact the big end of the 
Filley.

‘THE DEFENDANT IS SANE. 


The Alienist Declares a Man May Be a 
Paranoiac and Yet Never 
Become Insane. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

UNION, Mo., May 8.—The eighth day of 
the Duestrow hearing began promptly at 
8 o’clock by the State’s calling to the stand 
Arthur Creighton, a newspaper artist of 
St. Louis, who detailed some conversations 


with Duestrow. He was not allowed, how- 
ever, to express an opinion, since under the 
ruling of the court his acquaintance was 
not sufficient for him to 8 

He was followed by James Loughbor- 
ough, Daniel Reedy and Dick Wood, news- 
paper men, who went into detailed conver- 
sations with Duestrow. Reedy was the only 
one allowed to express an opinion, and he 
thought Duestrow sane, 

Dr. C. H. Hughes was then called to the 
stand. His examination was conducted by 
Attorney Meriwether. The doctor went 
somewhat at length into his qualifications 
ag an expert. He thought that perhaps in 
his experience he had seen 30,000 insane pa- 
tients. He had been asked by Mr. Zachritz 
to visit Duestrow and give his opinion. This 
he consented to do for a consideration. He 
went to see Duestrow at the jail. They 
greeted each other, and Duestrow remarked 
that he had not seen him in five or six years 
or even longer. While talking with him 
witness examined Duestrow’s pulse. It was 
8 beats a minute, normal. uestrow in- 
troduced witness to his cell mate very cour- 
teously and Duestrow willingly showed the 
doctor his tongue, and then n his con- 
versations. He said he\had given up his 
paranoia business; that he was tired ot 
shamuining; that when he killed his wife he 
did not know what he was doing, as he 
had been drinking hard. After the affair 
he said he was suspicious of everybody and 
thought he was going to have delirium tre- 
mens.

The witness considered it a man’s duty to 
use eyery possible method to find out the 
truth relative to a man suspected of sham- 
ming. When asked for a definition of para- 
noia, the witness said it had been variously 
defined. The English writers, he said, pre- 
ferred to use the term monomania of perse- 
cution. The French and German formerly 
used monomania of delusion. Latterly it 
has been défined by those who accept the 
word as being a condition of the brain ana 
mind, characterized by a single delusion or 
a group of delusions, consistent, systema- 
tized or logical, having for their basis a de- 
lusion of persecution and developing into a 
delusion of self-impo oe, or grandeur, 

This is the characteristic of all insanity, 
except that the self-feeling is different. It is 
not self-grandeur in all insanity. Insanity 
is all one disease with variations which have 
different names according to the fancy of 
different authors. It is always character- 
ized by a morbid egoism.

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INDORSEMENT NOT SUFFICIENT. 


Sixty-four members of the Public 
Safety Committee, in a spasm of courage, 
have signed an indorsement of the Com- 
mittee’s election bill now in conference 
between the two houses of the Legis- 
lature. 

But the attaching of the signatures of 
the committeemen to an approval of 
their own bill is not a sufficient effort 
in its behalf in this crisis. The bill had 
all the weight of the full committee’s m- 
dorsement when it was presented to 
the Legislature, but this fact did not 
prevent the Republicans of the House 
from substituting a partisan bill for it 
and insisting that the Senate shall ac- 
cept the Republican bill in place of the 
Committee’s non-partisan measure. 

The Democrats can do nothing further. 

The Democratic Senate has accepted the 
bill and Democrats have no influence 
with the Republican majority of the 
House. It is incumbent upon the Re- 
publican members of the committee to 
make a determined effort to bring the 
Republican legislators into line with the 
committee’s object. 
The fate of the non-partisan bill de- 
pends wholly upon Republican votes and 
if the Republican committeemen are in 
earnest they will spare no legitimate 
efforts to secure these votes. 


THE WABASH ASSESSMENT. 


The Missouri, Kansas & Texas Rail- 
road, owned by the Rockefellers, is not 
alone in the procurement of a low val- 
uation for taxable purposes in this State. 
The fact, as shown in yesterday’s Post- 
Dispatch, that it is valued at less than 
one-fifth of its actual cost, is only one of 
a series of interesting similar facts to 
which attention is now called for the first 
time in many ears. 

The Wabash Railroad occupies a some- 
what parallel position towards the Mis- 
souri people. It has been the recipient of 
constant favors and is yet where it has 
no reason to complain. 

According to the report made by the 
State Board of Railroad Commissioners 
in 1893, the Wabash cost $86,048 a mile. 
In its estimate made for the last edition 
of Poor’s Manual, the road was valued 
by its own officers at $67,458 a mile. 

The State Board of Equalization, never- 
theless, last year assessed the track and 
equipment of the Wabash Railroad in 
this State at $16,680 a mile, or $69,368 a 
mile less than the estimate of the Board. 
of Railroad Commissioners and $50,778 
a mile less than the company’s own val- 
uation, 

In other words, the Wabash was as- 
sessed in this State at one-fifth its actual 
value, while farm land was assessed at 
one-third. : 

Is this fair? Is this a compliance with 
the constitutional requirement that tax- 
able values shall be equal? 


WHOLESALE CHARTER VIOLATIONS. 


When the Hon. William H. Stone as- 
serted that the Merchants’ Bridge and 
‘Terminal Co. had violated “every section 
of the franchise granted it by the city” 
he made a sweeping charge which, how- 
ever, is justified by the facts.

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The discovery that the Morgan-Roths- 
child syndicate is buying up nearly all 
the output of the gold mines of this 
country is most significant. Its impor- 
tance as a side light upon the money 
campaign cannot be overestimated. 

When the first step towards the de- 
monetization of silver was taken at the 
close of the Franco-German war in 1871 
the Rothschilds, the Bleichroders and 
their financial allles clearly foresaw the 
possibilities of great profit which they are 
now turning to their advantage. They 
foresaw that by striking down one-half 
the redemption money of the world and 
making gold alone the money of final 
payment they would be able to corner the 
gold product, keep it from the mints and 
thus make the currency systems of the 
commercial nations dependent upon the 
gold stock which they controlled and 
themselves absolute masters of the money 
market. 

It is bad enough that this corner in 
gold places the United States Govern- 
ment within the syndicate’s power under 
its bond contract and enables the syndi- 
cate to squeeze the .Treasury whenever 
it feels inclined. But that is a small part 
of its power of absorption. Its command 
of the gold market gives it power to still 
further appreciate gold money, to in- 
crease the value of every dollar of prin- 
cipal and interest paid on debts and to 
make the commercial and industrial 
world tributary to the gold combine. 

If the opponents of the single gold stan- 
dard had ethausted ingenuity they could 
not have devised a more effective illus- 
tration of the consequences of gold 
monometallism than this corner“ of the 
gold product.

THE REVIVAL OF DECENCY. 


The Supreme Court of Louisiana has 
sugtained the injunction to restrain the 
Olympic Club from holding prize fights, 
deciding that the law of the State for- 
bids them. Under this decision no more 
outbreaks of brutality can take place in 
New Orleans.. 

The Florida Senate has passed a bill 
prohibiting prize fights in Florida and 
making participation in them a felony 
punishable by fine and imprisonment in 
the penitentiary for not more than five 
years. Sheriffs are given power to ar- 
rest offenders without warrants. Florida 
is thus placed in a fair way to be cut out 
of the territory available as slugging 
ground. 

In the New York Legislature the gam- 
bling amendments to the Gray bill regu- 
lating horse racing have been defeated 
and the “sport of kings” in that State 
is restored to its high place and can no 
longer be debased to the uses of the 
gambling fraternity. 

The only dark spot in this brightening 
outlook for the complete restoration to 
decency of two noble sports is in Illinois, 
where the State Senate has passed the 
Humphrey bill, which legalizes the worst 
forms of race-track gambling. But there 
is hope that an aroused public opinion 
will defeat the schemes of the corrupt 
lobby which is pushing the measure. 

There is cause for congratulation in 
these signs of a growing sentiment 
against brutality and gambling in sports 
and of a popular demand for the sup- 
pression of the hoodlum and the blackleg.
